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What follows are the returns from Stockbridge Racecourse [the Stockbridge and 
Bibury Club meetings], with some notes, for 1869 to 1878. This completes the 
series of returns from 1862 to the closure of the Course following the 1898 
meetings. 

As always the weights shown are 'actuals', that is to say the weight carried in the 
race. Penalties and allowances are included. 

The 1869 meetings were sad affairs, as is noted below, but by 1878 it is doubtful is 
many gave a thought to 'Harry' fourth Marquis of Hastings; you can never step in 
to the same river twice, the river has moved on. Likewise with racing. Racing has 
always been a reflection of society, a truer one than most people would like to 
admit. 

There is a book to be written about Victorian racing journalists but sadly most 
passed without notice or mention. One would have been at a loss without those 
who stoically, and professionally, worked through the Arctic blasts of Lincoln and 
Newmarket, the heat of Ascot and Goodwood and the bitter cold of Shrewsbury. 
Often badly accommodated and certainly badly paid they were often away from 
home for weeks at a time. A few did rise to the top and had their own column - 
and nom de plume - but these were generally people who had 'connections' and 
were a rather different class to the day-to-day scribe. So to those who read the 
races, and their colleagues whose transcribed short-hand notes have been so 
useful in producing these pieces — "THANK YOU!" 

The same sentiments to those who have taken an interest in the unique course 
which was Stockbridge — it had a fascinating life, but one that was far, far, too 
short.

BIBURY CLUB MEETING 
Wednesday 23 Tune . 

This was the first meeting since the death of the 4 th [and last] Marquis of Hastings on 10 th 
November 1868. In the few years since 1862 he had become very much associated with 
Danebury and the racecourse and had proved highly beneficial to the local economy. The 
following description of the day reflects the mood of loss to Stockbridge: 

Very flat was the appearance of the once celebrated meeting this afternoon a short time before 
the commencement of the racing, and it did not improve as the day wore on. A few of the old 
habitues connected with past Bibury traditions were present, including Admiral Rous, Sir 
Watkin Wynn, the Earl of Portsmouth, Mr G Payne, Lord Falmouth, the Duke of Beaufort, 
General Wood, Mr Savile, etc; but the Club Stand looked half deserted, and the Club dinner at 
Andover on Tuesday had only two or three members at its board. 

However the Morning Post's Racing Correspondent waxed rather more lyrical: — 
As a prelude — over the same course — to the Stockbridge meeting, the Bibury Club 
inaugurates the three days racing. The walk up to the course from the pretty village of 
Stockbridge, through fields of fast ripening corn with which the ruddy hue of the poppy 
thickly intermingles, and on a beautifully fine morning, would constitute a theme on which the 
enthusiastic visitor might be pardoned for dwelling, while the undulating downs and fir-capped 

knolls made up a scene truly pleasant to the lover of nature. The course proved in capital 
condition, which, combined with lovely weather and the perfection of business arrangements, 
tended to confident anticipations of an enjoyable day.

Formerly, when these training establishments - the first named 
especially - were full of horses, and the strings on Danebury Downs had Derby and St Leger 
favourites among them. Stockbridge was quite a little Ascot or Goodwood in the importance of 
its fields. Then a home stable was the great feature of the meeting, and when Danebury lost by 
death and other causes, some of its leading patrons, Stockbridge races followed its fortunes.

STOCKBRIDGE 
Thursday 26 June 
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Fortunately for the visit of the Prince of Wales and the Grand Duke Cesarewitch to this 
"elysium of racecourses" the weather turned out more favourable than it promised to be in the 
neighbourhood during the morning, and there was a considerable increase in the general 
attendance, including a great many fashionables who were present at the Queen 's state ball the 
night before. 

The distinguished visitors travelled from London to Andover Junction by the ordinary 10.45 
a.m. train, which was under the charge of Mr. Verinder, 1 the traffic superintendent of the 
South-Western Company, and, driving thence to the course in an open landau, drawn by 
four greys, arrived at the grand stand about half-past one o'clock, shortly before the 
termination of Mr. Tattersall's sale of blood stock. Accompanying the Prince and Grind Duke 
were the Duke of Beaufort and Mr. H. Chaplin, M.P., whilst a second closed carriage and pair 
contained General Probyn and Lt-Col Teesdale, in attendance on the Prince of Wales, 
General Stiirler (Master of the Horse), General Zinouvieff, and Count Olsouvieff, in attendance 
on the Grand Duke Cesarewitch. On entering the private enclosure of the Bibury Club stand 
the Duke of Beaufort presented the stewards of the meeting (Lord Falmouth, Mr. Crawfurd, 
and Lord Aylesford), as well as Mr. John Day, the lessee and clerk of the course, to their royal 
and imperial highnesses, in addition to Admiral Rous, Lord Portsmouth, and many other 
prominent members of the Turf; after which ceremonial the Prince and Grand Duke proceeded 
to the sale, which had been temporarily suspended. 

Mr. Tattersall next had the honour of presentation to their royal and imperial highnesses, 
who watched the "knocking down " of the few remaining lots with much interest, and were 
not a little amused when a "native " bid ten guineas for a two-year-old whose merits Mr. 
Tattersall had most eloquently described a moment previously. After the first race the royal 
party partook of luncheon in the private stand, and remained on the course until just before the 
last race, when they took their departure, amidst loud cheering and waving of handkerchiefs, 
for Andover, en route to town. — The Morning Post 

After a bright start for backers the day proved a disaster for them.

(at a time to be prescribed) shall be fined not leas than 1 sov. nor more than 10 sovs. Racing colours shall either be declared annually at the 
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Gerard {1887} and Jockey Club member. 

[The Biennial hardly brought out the field we are accustomed to see, though there were one or 
two good bred ones among the half-dozen, especially the colt by Rosicrucian - Brigantine and 
Conflict, a daughter of King of the Forest and Battaglia. This sounded like racing, and the latter 
filly looked like it too. She was apparently made for speed, and the Danebury people were very 
fond of her, but she was one of the first beaten, and Quicksilver, who has won two or three 
good races at Newmarket, in one of which she was beaten by Dalgarno by a head, and in 
another made a great finish with BelAnge, won here very cleverly. Palm Leaf looked once 
dangerous, but died away in the last few strides. The Duke of Beaufort's colours, 3 long absent 
from the Turf, were seen again in this race, on a son of Master Fenton and Ischia, who was in 
front coming down the hill and finished fourth. ]
